_ arm SWORDS, together with the GOLD SPURS, were preſented to HiS MAJESTY, and laid" on a Table

Then the Dean and Prebends of Weftminſter, (having before / brought the CROWN and other REGALIA in Solemn 
Proceſſion from the Collegiate Church there,) came up the Hall, and preſented them ſeverally to His MAJESTY, which being likewiſe laid 
on the Table, were ( together with the four SWOR DS and SPURS) delivered to the Lords appointed to carry them in the Proceſſion,
